2. Conferred with Mr. George Allen, Assistant Secretary of 
State for Public Information, In his office. 

I referred to the same meeting noted above, with particu- 
lar mention of %. Oechsner's remark that "one of the problems of his 
working committee under NSC 4 is whether they coordinate * facilities' 
or ''activities'".'. Noted that CIA was most anxious to support Mr. Allen 
in his program in every possible way but that we also had a job and 
could not permit Mr. Oschsner or anyone else to "free wheel" in matters 
not pertinent to his own job and which might jeopardize the security 
of ours. Noted that such activities were not onl^ dangerous to us but 
might well endanger Mr. Allen's own mission. Strongly recommended that 
he take steps to keep his people within their own field of endeavor — 
or at least out of ours — so that it would not be necessary for us to 
take action through higher authority. 


Mr. Allen thanked me for bringing the matter to his atten- 
tion but made no commitments.
